—Canapa’s failures for 1896 as 
_ published by Bradstreet’s show an 
_ inerease of sixteen percent in the 
number and an inerease in the total 
amount of liabilities of five anda 
half percent,the assets showing an 
increase of eleven percent, which is, 
of course, a favorable feature. The 
year has been one of depression in 
the United States, where the in- 
crease in the number of failures has 
been rather greater than in Canada, 
and there has, besides, beena much 
greater proportionate increase in 
the total amount of liabilities. Can- 
ada’s aggregate trade with the 
United States for 1895 was larger 
than that with Great Britain even, 
and our increasingly close commer- 
ejal relations with that nation in- 
yolve, of course, greater correspond.

Big Blaze in a Canning Factory. 

Kingsville, Ont., Jan. 2.—At 2.30 
this morning fire destroyed one- 
half of the 200-ft. building and con- 
tents, owned by the South Essex 
Preserving Co. Ten thousand cases 
of corn were destroyed, together 
with the machinery. Twelye hun- 
dred cases of apples, 100 cases of 
peaches, ond 2,000 cases of tomatoes 
were badly damaged by fire and 
water. 

It is impossible to estimate the 
actual loss at present, but it will 
reach at least $50,000, partly covered 
by insurance. 


Blood Poisoning Killed Him. 


Lindsay, Ont., Jan. 3.—Mr. Isaac 
Henry Watson of Reaboro’, a widely 
known and much respected citizen, 
was buried here to-day. Mr. Wat- 
son spent the Christmas holidays 
with friends in Midland, returning 
home on Monday last. On his re- 
turn he found out one of his cows 
had just died, and he at once pro- 
ceeded to skin the animal so as to 
secure the hide. While thus en- 
gaged he chanced to touch his face 
with one of his hands where he ‘had 
slightly cut himself while shaving 
at Midland a day or two previous, 
and a little of the blood from the 
cow got into the cut, Blood poison- 
ing set in at once, and he died in 
three or four days. While at 
funeral to-day some parties noticed 
a cat eating at the hide of the cow, 
and the cat was suddenly seized 
with violent sickness and died in a 
few minutes, thus proving it to be 
fi case for investigation by experts.

A BIG COAL MINE ON FIRE 


SERIOUS DISASTER AT SPRINGHILL, 
NOVA SCOTIA. 

A Raging Furnace Below Ground—Fortun 
ate Escape of the Miners—Ihe Fire 
Caused by an Overhcated Steam Pipe— 
Hundreds of Men May |be Out of Em- 
ployment for Months, 

A despatch from Halifax says:—A 
serious fire started on Friday in the 
east slope of the Springhill mine, and 
threatens its destruction. While the 
fire has not got a foothold in the west 
slope, it is raging so fiercely alongside 
of it that it is feared it will also suf- 
fer seriously from the conflagration. It 


is considered that it will be a hard 
fight to save it, but the miners, are 
working desperately to keep the 
flames from spreading further. The 


other slope, the north one, is not in 
immediate danger. 
THE MINERS’ ESCAPE. 

The fire originated in an 800-fvot lev- 
el, and was caused by the pipe-way car- 
rying steam into the mines to operate 
the machinery becoming overheated. A 
large gang of men were at work at 
the time. At the first indication of 
danger they made a rush to escape, and 
all reached the surface safely. The 
flames spread quickly to the 1,800-foot 
level, which it has now converted into 
a raging furnace. Flames are issuing 
from every opening to the slope, Two 
cupolas were burned down, anda bank- 
head had to be torn away. Efforts 
were made to prevent air from enter- 
ing the mine, every opening ‘being 
closed, but so far this has been ineffect- 
ual in staying the work of the fire. 

The men were placing themselves in 
Great danger while performing this 
work, and the peril finally became 80 
Great that they had ta be called away. 


AN EXPLOSION FEARED. 


It was feared an explosion would oc- 


cur, So far, however, there has been 
none, but a most disastrous one may 
occur pt any moment, Tt is stated 


that the east slope will be unworkable 
for some time, and may even have to 
be abandoned. At times nes shoot 
one hundred feet into the air from the 
main opening to the mine. The dis- 
aster will be a terrible one to Spring- 
hill, a town of 6,000 people, supported 
wholly by the men working in the 
mines, which are owned by the Com- 
berland Coal and Railway Company.

Of 
those on the train nine escaped death, 
but several of these will die of serious 
injuries. None of them can give a cor- 
rect account of how the accident occur- 
red. The train was a local on tho 
Birmingham Mineral, a branch of the 
Louisville and Nashville system, It 
left Birmingham at 6.30 a.m. to make 
the daily circuit of the mining towns 
in that section of the country, and most 
of the persons on board were miners 
and their families taking advantage of 
the excursion tickets on sale for the 
holidays. For a portion of the way the 
line uses the tracks of the Southern 
Railway Company, and it was on the 
27th mile on this road from Birming- 
ham that the accident occurred.

Canadian emigrants to Brazil a few 
months ago. The letter was written 
in October, and only reached Hull a day 
or two ago. Mr. Leferriere gives a bad 
account of Brazil, and asks his parents 
to warn others of the umdesirability of 
the country as a place for settlement. 
He says that the emijgrants were al- 
most auctioned off like slaves, going to 
the highest bidder. He is now work- 
ing on a plantation, and only receives 
$20 a* month, and has to work long 
hours and very hard. They are al- 
lowed a room to live in, but have to 
furnish their own food. The necessar- 
ies of life sell at most exorbitant prices. 
Butter is $1 a pound, potatoes $4 to 
$5 a bag, beef 30c. a pound, eggs Te. 
a dozen. With such small wages it is 
impossible to eke out anything but a 
starvation kind of living, with no hopes 
saving enough to get back home. The 
country is teeming with vermin of 
all kimds, especially flees and ants, 
which contribute to make life males 
sant.

The landslide reported lately from 
Charlevoix county, Quebec, which re- 
suited in the destruction of ten houses 
and the loss of many lives, has numer- 
ons counterparts in mountain countries 
through whose valleys flow extensive 
water courses, The present season has 
been especially prolific of them, because 
of the enormous rainfalls. 

What the avalanche is to the snowy 
Alps of Switzerland and the white 
aked mountain districts of Alaska, so 
is the landslide to the rocky and wooded 
slopes of hill countries in more temper. 
ate latitudes. It isa question which of 
the two, the alvalanche or the landslide 
is the more terrible engine of destruc- 
tion. The avalanche is by far the more 
awful, and would be infinitely more 
destrnotive were it not confined to 
countries frequented by few but ven- 
turesome travelers. 

Landslides, on the contrary, may 0o- 
cur in any place where valleys lie below 
steep hills. Their coming may not be 
predicted. Without warning, in the 
twinkling of an eye, the mountain's 
skin of rock and earth moves from its 
resting place, crawls slowly at first down 
the steep slope and then gathering 
momentuin plunges into the valley be- 


with its fall. 
How They Are Caused. 

The cause of landslides is nearly al- 
ways the same. In all rocky countries 
the soil is only a skin or covering for the 
solid rocks of the mountain's core. It 
lies upon the slopes rarely more than 
twelve or fifteen feet thick, often sharp- 
ly inclined and clinging to its rocky 
fonndation chiefly by its own weight. 

In seasons when there are yiolent and 
Jong continued rains the water soaks 
the soil to the bottom, and lubricates 
the rocky surface underneath with ooze 
and mud, If then the slope be steep 
enough it often follows that the skin of 
earth slides downward of its own enor- 
mous weight, and gathering momen- 
tum, becomes a wighty avalanche be- 
fore which great trees are broken like 
straws. 
It is very rarely indeed that a land- 
slide occurs during auy but protracted 
spells of wet weather, and in such ex- 
‘ceptional cases some réadily discovered 
local causes, such as unwise excava- 
tions, can always be found. 

The tremenduous rainfalls of this 
spring were the cause of that other 

nadian landslide which occurred at 
St. Albans, on the banks of the St. Anne 
river, on April 28. This was the most 
terrible landslide that has ever taken 
place in Canada, and has few parallels 
on the continent. 
The circumstances attending this cat- 
astrophe were these: The St. Anne 
river three miles from St. Albans makes 
_ along curve to a waterfall one hundred 
and fifty feet in height. The mountain 
descended precipitously to the cliffs over 
whose rim the river poured. The river 
is the outlet of the entire watershed of 
‘the Laurentian mountains, and this 
spring it was swollen to such abnormal 
proportions that yigue fears of some 
catastrophe were fe).

It struck the valley just above the 
falls and wiped the falls out of existence. 
It carried away the entire cliff oyer 
which the St. Anne poured its muddy 
torrent. It swept into the lower valley. 

Resistlessly the mountain side plunged 
down the valley, obliterating the farms, 
the homes, the river itself. It did not 
stop until six miles of territory had been 
utterly devastated. 

Changed the Township Map. 
When all had settled and there was 
opportunity to study the results of this 
appalling landslide it was seen that a 
new map would have to be made of 
the township. There was nothing left 
as it had been before, The falls were 
gone completely, and the river had 
found a new channel three miles away. 
Tracts of woodland a quarter mile or 
more square had been moved four or 
five hundred yards, the trees remaining 
standing. Other large tracts had been 
literally ploughed up, and the timber 
ground to atoms. 

In place of the great pool at the foot 
of the falls was now found a field. Be- 
yond it the former channel of the river 
was filled with huge masses of rock, 
- No one knowing the couutry as it had 
been could possibly have fonnd a single 
familiar feature throughout a space of 
#ix equaré miles, Many acres of wood- 
land disappeared altogether. 

The damage, of course, was fright- 
fnl. The town escaped, but seven farm- 
houses, with their stublys and buildings, 
were wiped out of existence, and a 
number of mills of various sorts disap- 
peared also, 

About a dozen persons were killed, in 
spite of the three hours’ warning. Grear 
herds of cattle were buried. Thousands 
of domestic animals, floating down the 
river and into the St, Lawrence, brought 
the firet news of the disaster to the cities

WILL OF QUEEN VICTORIA 


HOW HER IMMENSE 
BE DISPOSED OF. 


Her Fortune Said to Amount to Fally 


2£20,000,000—Contents of the Doct nt 
Devising Royal Property Well Known 
fu Co Cireton. 


The newa recently circulated that 
the Queen is making a new will recalls 
the fact that, since the last one was 
compiled, twenty-five years “£0, her 
Majesty’s wealth has more than tre- 
bled, and this coupled with the nu- 
merous births and deaths that have oc- 
curred in the Royal family, has render- 
ed another testamentary document ab- 
solutely necessary. But the contents 
of the new will will never be made pub- 
lic, for Royalty possesses over ordinary 
mortals the advantage of being ex- 
empt from all taxes and probate dues, 
while their wills are regarded as State 
secrets. State secrets ure, however, al- 
ways badly kept, und hence, while no 
official publication of Royal wills is 
ever made, their tenor is usually a 
matter of common knowledge, espe- 
cially in court circles. 

The Queen enjoys the distinction of 
being one of the few English sovereigns 
to have anything to leave. Most of her 
predecessors upon the throne bequeath- 
ed to their successors nothing but debts, 
which Parliament was called upon to 
pay. While her Majesty permitted the 
nation thus to settle the liabilities: of 
her uncles, King George IV. and King 


their Niger investigations was a freshi 
crop of erroneous theories. One of 
them conjectured that the Niger reach- 
ed the Atlantic through the Volta, and 
another through the Lagos, while Bow- 
ditch revived the Congo hypothesis, All 
these speculations were duly recorded 
on the maps, and the cartographic de- 
lineation of the Niger from 1791 to 1832 
is something wonderful to contemplate. 
It would seem to be a simple matter 
to keep to the river when once it was 
reached, and follow it to its destination; 
but that was the very thing the ex- 
plorers were wnable to do, For one 
reason or other their advance was 
checked before the clue to the mystery 
was obtained, _ 


Explorers ihuve sometimes amused 
themselves by ridiculing “armchair” 
' geographers, who, in the quiet of their 
studies, criticise and comment upon the 
work of men im the field. The fact is 
that stay-at-home geographers do as 
much, in their spheres, to advance geo- 
graphic knowledgo as explorers do in 
theirs; and it was the German geogra- 
pher Reichard, in his library at home, 
who solved the Niger riddle, some fif- 
teen years before the Lander brothers, 
im 1882 proved his assertion true. Ey- 
erybody knew of the numerous little 
rivers emptying into the Gulf of Benin, 
and they were supposed to be indepen- 
dent streams of small importance, But 
Reichard said that the long stretch of 
coast where these streams reached tha 
ocean was the sea front of a reat 
delta, and that the Oil rivers were no- 
thing but the subdivisions of the mighty 
Niger. That was true, and we now 
know that the Niger delta is the largest 
in Africa. In recent years the French 
have floated down the Upper Niger 
and planted their flag in the forbid- 
den city of Timbuctoo, and this is the 
point from which one of their parties 
has now descended the river to the sea,

A FORTUNE HERE. 
New Marine Motor Which Promises to 
Revolutionize Steam Navigation. 

Charles Algernon Parsons, brother of 
the noted astronomer Earl Rosse, is re- 
ported at Newcastle-on-T'yne, England, 
to have invented a marine motor which 
promises to revolutionize steam navi- 
gation. The engineering firm of which 
Mr. Parsons is a member have suffi- 
cient confidence in the invention to put 
their money into it. The motor is an 
adaptation of the turbine system, and 
it already is beyond the stage of ex- 
periment. A torpedo boat built and 
fitted with it, and named Turbinia, has 
just had a successful trial trip outside 
the Tyne.

William IV., she made a point immedi- 
ately after her accession to pay off in 
full the debts contracted by her fath- 
er, the Duke of Kent. This, and the 
portioning of her daughters and some 
of her grand-daughters, may be said to 
have constituted the only very heavy 
expenses that the Queen has been call- 
ed upon to meet since she ascended the 
throne in 1837. 
HER MAJESTY’S SAVINGS. 

From that time forth until the pre- 
sent day she has been in receipt of a 
civil list amounting toclose upon £600,- 
000 a year. Of this the major portion 
is assigned to definite heads of Royal 
expenditure, but £60,000 per annum 1s 
devoted to what is called the Queen's 
privy purse, and constitutes her pock- 
et money, of which no account is ever 
asked. Besides this, she has at her 
disposal the revenues of the Duchy of 
Lancaster, which have amounted on 
an average to £60,000 a year more. 
From this it will be seen that after 
having all the expenses of almost every 
conceivable character defrayed out of 
the Civil List, she has a sum of at least 
£120,000 each year to dispose of as she 
chooses,and which she is known to have 
set aside, This, in itself, represents a 
minimum of £7,200,000, and, when it is 
remembered that the revenues of the 
Duchy of Lancaster are all the time 
increasing, the yield last year Polo no 
less than £90,000 as compared with £60,- 
000 ten years ago, and that, moreover, 
the Queen’s savings haye been most 
a oens yy invested, for the most part 
In land which has increased almost ten- 
fold in value during the last half cen- 
tury, it is no exaggeration to estimate 
the present fortune of her Majesty 
from these sources alone as in the 
neighborhood of £20,000,000. .

PRINCE CONSORT'S REQUEST. 
The Prince Consort is known to have 
left a will bequeathing his entire for- 
tune to the Queen, although it was nev- 
er oficially divulged. During the twen- 
ty-three years that had intervened be- 
tween his marriage and his death he 
had received from the English treas- 
ury an annuity of £30,000, besides which 
he had a private fortune of his own, 
which yielded him about £4,000 a year 
more. Asthe Queen’s husband he had 
practically no expenses of any kind to 
meet, and it is known that he was able 
to set aside and invest at least £20,000 a 
year throughout his married life. This 
amounts to £460,000, The major por- 
tion of this was most judiciously in- 
vested in land at South Kensington, 
which was at thet time little else than 
waste ground, byt which to-day is 
probably worth more per square foot 
than it was forty years ago per acre. 
The fortune bequeathed by the Prince 
Consort is estimated to have attained 
at the present day the minimum value 
of £5,000,000. 

Finally, it must be taken into con- 
sideration that several bequests have 
been made to the Queen by various 
rich people. 


A BARGAIN FOR THE NATION. 

With regard to the civil list, an im- 
mense amount of misconception ap- 
pears to prevail. Many are under the 
unpression that the amount paid by 
the National Treasury each year to 
the fund for the maintenance of 
Royalty under the head of “Civil 
List’ constitutes a salary for the 
sovereign. As a matter of fact, the 
allowances are nothing more or less 
than annuities paid to the Crown in 
return for the latter's surrender to the 
nation of lands, royalties and rights 
of one kind and another, which repre- 
sent to-day to the treasury in ann 
revenue at least ten times the ec 
list and allowances placed at the 
posal of the Queen. It is therefore not 
the Crown, but the nation, which has 
benefited’ by the success bargains 
made by the predecessors of the Queen 
—bargains which they were compelled 
to make by temporary difficulties aris- 
ing from the mismanagement of their 
property

The basis of Canada’s currency is, of} 
course, gold, and it is very interesting 
to trace the hiatory of our coinage for 
the last hundred years. 

Prior to 1295 all sorts of coins wers 
circulated in British North America. 
In that year, however, astep was mad» 
in the direction of a revision of Cans 
dian ourrency to remedy the evils re- 
sulting from the coins in use being re- 
duced in weight, debased in value, and 
composed of every variety of pieces 
peculiar to all countries trading with 
this continent. An act was therefore 
passed which fixed a standard of value

Reports were read from the different 
organizations of the church. Mr, Mac- 
kay presented the Statistical Report 
which showed a hundred families and 
twenty-fiye single persons connected 
with his pastorate, The Auditor's Re- 
port was presented by Mr. Casement, 
Financial Report by the treasurer, Mr. 
F. E. Seymour, Sabbath School Report 
by Mr. A, EF. Wood, superintendent, 
Ladies’ Aid by Mrs. F, E. Seymour, 
Christian Endeavor by Mr. A. Morrice, 
Mission Band by Miss Whytock, Wo- 
man’s Foreign Mission by Mrs. Thos. 
Cross, president. Mr, Mackintosh, 
as representatiye Elder, spoke of the 
congregation’s connection with the 
Presbytery. 

The different reports showed amounts 
raised in connection with the work of 
the church, exceeding by a small sum 
$2,000 during the last year. Of this 
81,566 passed through the hands of the 
Managing Committee. $106 from the 
Sabbath School, $169 from the Ladies 
Aid, $69 from the Women's Foreign 
Mission Society, and smaller sums from 
the Christian Endeavor and Mission 
Band. ‘These monies after paying the 
salary of the minister and church ex- 
penses were distributed to the different 
schemes of the church, such as Home 
and Foreign Missions, Augmentation 
Fund, French Evangelization, Aged and 
Infirm Ministers, Widows and Orphans, 
Colleges, etc., etc. 

The Sabbath School had a prosperous 
rear, Mr, Wood said the school had a 
history of over forty years of continu- 
ous work. Over 500 children had at- 
tended the school. On tho roll now are 
125, average attendance is about 100, 
with 14 officers and teachers. |The 
school has one of the best equiped lib- 
raries in the County with 680 volumes 
of books, 100 being new additions last 
year. One of the purposes to which 
the Sabbath School money was ap, lied 
was the maintaining of a pupil in Miss 
Sinclair's school at Indore, India, Mr 
Wood's connection with the school Ox- 
tended over thirty-one years. The ar: 
rangements for the accommodation of 
the school was among the best, the 
basement being so arranged that it pro- 
vided six rooms for classes. Lesson 
helps and papers for children had been 
supplied during the year at acosb of Sil.

CECIL RHODES'S HOUSE BURNED 


Groote Se With its Contents and the 
Zim » Collection Destroyed. 

Groote Schuur, Cecil Rhodes’s house 
at Rondebosch, near Cape Town, was 
burned down with its contents on the 
morning of December 156, The house 
was known to nearly every visitor of 
any consequence to Cape Town, as Mr, 
Rhodes is layish in his hospitality, A 
person who had been Mr. Rhodes's 
Guest sends the following description 
of the place to the London Daily Tel- 
egraph: 

“When Mr. Rhodes purchased the 
property at Rondebosch some years ago, 
he not only restored to the building 
its old Dutch character, but he reviv- | 
ed the old Dutch name of “Groote 
Schuur” (the Great Barn). His next 
step was to restore the old Dutch char- 
acter of the house He replaced the 
Dutch gables to ¢ exterior without 
modifying or interfering with the or- 
iginal design, The ‘stoop,’ or veranda, 


inseparable from African houses, so 
pleasantly cool in the burning sum- 
mer days, was retained, Next Mx. 


Rhodes set about to remodel the  in- 
terior, still following the old Dutch 
models, as far as was consistent wilh 
the requirements of modern comfort. 
The work was entrusted almost exclu- 
sively to Colonial artisans, and especi- 
ally to those who were familiar with 
the interior of the 


OLD DUTCH HOUSES, 
now in Cape Colony fast giving way to 
limitations of the English villa. A 
costly simplicity reigaed throughout, 
and the rooms were all panelled in 
teak, Waving restored Lhe house with- 
in and without, Mr. Rhodes set himself 
to furnish it. He had agents scouring 
the colony and Naial and the Orange 
Free State to buy up for him, aimost 
Tegardless of price, the finest old 
Dutch furniture that lurked in farms 
and homesteads. Chairs and clocks and 
wardrobes, cupboards and sideboards, 
Were secured trom every quarter, till 
there was nothing English in it except 
the billiard table, the Blue Books, and 
the magnificent hospitality which Mr. 
Rhodes extends to all who visit him.

Distribution of Samples from 
the Central Experimental 
Farm at Ottawa. 


To the Editor of the North Hastings 

Review, Madoc, Ont. 

During the past nine years,samples 
of those varieties ot grain which 
have succeeded best on the Experi- 
mental Farms have been distributed 
on application in 3-lb.bags to farmers 
in all parts of the Dominion, free 
through the mail. The object in 
view in this distribution has been 
to add to the productiveness and im- 
prove the quality of these important 
agricultural products throughout 
the country by placing within reach 
of every farmer pure seed of the 
most vigorous and most productive 
sorts, This work has met with 
much appreciation and a consider- 
able degree of success. 

Instructions have been given by 
the Hon. Minister of Agriculture to 
make a similar distribution this sea- 
son. Owing tothe very large num- 
ber of applications now received it 
is not practicable to send more than 
one sample to each applicant, but 
with this limitation it is hoped that 
the stock available will be sufficient 
to permit of every farmer who so 
desires sharing in the benefits of 


‘this useful branch of the work of 


the Experimental Farms. 

The distribution now in progress 
consists of some of the most promis- 
ing sorts of Oats, Barley, Spring 
Wheat, Pease, Field Corn and Pota- 
toes. Requests for samples may be 
sent to the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, at any time before 
the 1st of March, but after that date 
the lists will be closed so that the 
applications then on hand may be 
filled before seeding begins.

It is desirable that each 
applicant should name the variety 
which he desires to test, also one or 
two alternative sorts in case the 
stock of the sort chosen should be 
exhausted, while no promise can be 
made that the variety asked for will 
be sent the wishes of correspondents 
will be attended to as far as practic- 
able. The samples of grain will be 
sent early, but potatoes cannot be 
distributed until the danger of in- 
jury in transit by frost is over.

SUICIDE AS A SCIENCE: 


WHAT A FRENCH PROFESSOR HAS 
TO SAY ON THE SUBJECT. 


Investigation Into Curious Statistics by a 
Savant Who Likes to Stady Mysterious 
Deaths. 


In a recent lecture at the Faculty 
of Medicine in Paris, Professor Brou- 
ardel, dean of the faculty, spoke of an 
extraordinary instance of hereditary 
tendency to suicide. It ran as follows: 

“A farmer near Etampes hanged him- 
self without apparent cause, leavinga 
family of seven sons and four daugh- 
ters. Ten of the eleven subsequent- 
ly followed the father’s example, but 
not until they had married and begot- 
ten children, all of whom likewise hang- 
ed themselves, The only survivor is 
@ son, who is now 68 years old, and has 
passed safely beyond the family hang- 
ing age.” 

WHAT HE SAYS OF IT. 

This event was so far out of the or- 

dinary that the paragraph has been 
quoted in a large number of French 
and American newspapers, and millions 
of readers have wondered how, in a 
civilized community, such a succession 
of suicides could have taken place. The 
celebrated French professor was seen in 
his private room at the faculty, in 
the Due de l’Ecole de Medicine, Paris, 
by a representative and said: 
_ “twas not aware that the paragraph 
in question had been circulated so 
broadly, I mentioned the case during 
one of my regular lectures on medico- 
legal questions at the faculty, and if 
I remember rightly it was during one 
of my speeches on hanging and strang- 
ulation that the particular instance 
Was noticed by me. But I will tell you 
frankly that it is impossible for me to 
give you any more detailed informa- 
tion about these few lines you place be- 
fore me without mentioning the name 
of the person who is living to whom 
reference is made in the paragraph. On 
no account would I do this. ; 

THREE REASONS OF HANGING, © 

No one has studied hanging from a 
legal point of view more thoroughly 
than has Dr. Brouarel, Said he: 

When a@ man is found hanged there 
are always three questions that the 
doctor who is called in to examine the 
body should ask himself, They are as 
follows; Is death the result of (1) 
homicide, (2) suicide, (3) or an accident?” 
Dr, Brouardel lays down the method 
by which a doctor should proceed in 
order to solve the mystery, First he 
should obtain a reply to the question, 
“Was the individual hanged when he 
was alive or suspended after death?” 

This question has raised much  dis- 
cussion among medical men of all na- 
tions, for the correct answer to this 
query is not always easily reached. 
Congestion of the lips has been often 
accepted as sufficient proof ofa pér- 
son having been hanged alive—this sort 
of congestion being a vital phenome- 
non, one which cannot take place after 
death. According to Dr. Brouardel, this 
is not so, and the only conclusion to 
be reached by examination of the con- 
gestion of the lips is regarding the 
time during which the individual bas 
been hanging. 

WHEN DID THEY DIE? 

Another important point on which 
judge and jurymen are always in doubt 
is the precise moment of death. There 
are two methods of determining the 
exact hour; they are by examination 


of the cadaverous rigidity and the di- 
gestive 


rondition of the subject. Asa 
ons who perform post-mortem 
ations are of opinion that the 
atter found in the stomach is a sure 
means of indicating the precise hour of 
death, Such, it appears, isa very seri- 
ous error, for no two stomachs are alike, 
Everybody digests differently, _ 

“It was during the examination of 
these medico-legal questions,” conclud- 
ed the celebrated doctor, “that I was 
brought to quote some curious instances 
of miscarriage of justice owing fo im- 
proper medical post-mortem examina- 
tion. One must be exceedingly f 
before he specifies whether a bje 
met with his ¢ h by suicide, homicide 
or accident, Th who make the 
examinations should bear in mind that 
there are such occurrences as epidemics 
of suicide and commemorative suicides. 
It is in this latter class that I included 
the famous case of mpes. And one 
must alwa be careful that cases of 
suicide or accident are not put down 
as cases of murder, as has but too of- 
ten bappened,.”’

Lumbering Operations. 

The Deseronto Tribune says :—The 
absence of snow which so generally pre- 
vailed until yesterday has been very 
prejudicial to the prosecution of lumber 
operations all over the proyince and in 
many places men and teams have been 
taken out of the woods.

Important to Farmers. 

Prof. Saunders has issued a bulletin 
giving the results of a large number of 
experiments which have been carried 
on at the Experimental Farms during 
the season of 1896, with oats, barley, 
spring Wheat, peas, Indian corn, tur- 
nips, mangolds, carrots and potatoes, 
in uniform plots. ‘This work has been 
undertaken with the object of gaining 
information as to the relative product- 
iveness and earliness of the many vari- 
eties under test. The results show wide 
variations in the weight of the crops 
grown and point to the importance of 
greater care being exercised by farmers 
in choosing varieties of seed for sowing. 
The bulletin will be useful to farmers

CHICKEN IN VARIOUS WAYS. 

Chicken soup is usually relished and, 
of course, the size of the chicken or 
chickens used depends on the number 
of people to be served. Take a chicken 
of ordinary size and cut up into small 
pieces, crushing the larger bones. Cover 
it with about three quarts of water and 


hours. Add two teaspoonfuls of salt 
and atiny onion if desired. A half 
hour before serving add a cupful or 
more of boiled rice, after removing the 
chicken. Chop a part of the chicken | 
fine and put it back into the soup. If 
itis too strong, orif it has boiled down 
too much, a little hot water may be) 
added. The remainder of the chicken | 
may be used for salad or croquettes. 
Instead of rice, dumplings may be added , 
to the soup, and this is delicious. | 

For chicken croquettes take for each 
cupful of finely-minced chicken a quar- 
ter of a cupful of dry bread crumbs 
and one egg; salt and pepper to taste. 
Mix in enough gravy or melted but- 
ter to make it moist. Then form with 
the hands into balls, roll in egg, then 
in dry bread crumbs and fry a golden 
brown in butter. 

Baked Chicken.—Unless the chicken 
to be baked is very tender put it in a 
kettle of boiling, salted water and let 
it boil about an hour before baking; 
then remove it from the pot and treat 
it as you would a young chicken. Stuff 
it with a dressing made as follows: 
Chop a loaf of stale bread from which 
the crust has been removed, moisten 
it with hot water or with some of the 
broth in which the chicken was boiled, 
season it with salt, pepper and sage, 
add a teaspoonful of sugar, a heaping 
tablespoonful of butter and one or 
two well-beaten eggs. If liked, a lit- 
tle chopped onion may -be added or 
chopped oysters. When the chicken is 
well stuffed sew up the incision, tie the 
wings down, placing a thin slice of salt 
pork under each one, also between each 
leg and the body, then tie the legs 
together and place the chicken in a 
dripping pan. Pour hot water around 
it, or, if it was boiled, add the remain- 
ing broth and bake until very tender, 
basting it often. For those who like 
celery flavor in their dressing here is 
a nica recipe; Boil two or three heads 
of celery until soft, mash them and 
addt, hem too an equat amount of bread 
crumbs, Season to taste with butter, 
pepper and salt. If this does not make 
enough to stuff the fowl! add more 
bread crumbs, 

Escalloped Chicken.—Cut the meat 
from the bones of a cold, baked fowl, 
rejecting the skin and ggristle, and 
chop it fine. Cover the bottom of a 
pudding dish with cracker crumbs, 
moistened with milk, then spread on a 
layer of the minced fowl with bits of 
the stuffing, adding pepper, salt and 
butter to taste. Have alternate layers 
of the cracker crumbs and chicken un- 
til the dish is nearly full, The top 
layer should bo of the crumbs, stirred 
into milk, to which two well-beatem 
eggs have been added and pepper and 
salt to taste. If you have any chicken 
gravy pour this over the dish before! 
putting on the top layer, then spread 
on the crumbs, stick bics of butter all | 
over the top and bake from a half to 
three-quarters of an hour, according to 
the size.
